Efforts by budget-cutting Republicans to 
hold down authorizations for federal spend­ 
ing were blocked twice by Dem ocrats last 
week. 
The 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee 
restored $50 million of $69 8 million sliced 
off the Post Office budget by the House of 
Representatives. This followed a preview by 
Postm aster General Day of what he intended 
to do if his departm ent was deprived of 
any of its funds. 
Previously, the Senate had rejected a cut 
ir. the Kennedy adm inistration’s public works 
program . The House had taken out $200 
million of a $450 million request, which was 
restored in a party-line showxlown that saw 
Southern conservatives lining up with North­ 
ern spenders. 
That is the issue—between spenders and 
cutters. The Democratic party is committed 
to unrestrained spending. The Republican 
party has taken the position that spending 
must be checked. Dem ocrats in the Senate 
are taking it on themselves to kiss and 
make well all Republican cuts.

the Communist Party, U.S.A. 


His name is Louis Weinstock, 
business m anager 
of 
the Com­ 
munist newspaper, The Worker,

Natonal Committee, on which he 
is a labor specialist. 


THE CONFLICT, 
spiced by in­ 
sults in Marxian jargon, began 
about 5 .p.m. during the May 1

The lemons served with our to­ 
mato juice and salad were cut 
in half - crosswise - and wrapped 
with piece of plain old cheese­ 
cloth! 
The cheesecloth looked mighty 
strange in the expensive setting 
but it kept the juice from squirt­

room and the 
seeds from falling in our food. 
When I came home, I cut lem­ 
ons in half and tried the cheese 
cloth. It’s okay but I thought of 
something even better. You know 
what? 


Nylon net! Oh, how I love that 
stuff! 


TRY GREEN or yellow nylon 
net. The green reminds you of a 
lime, adds color to your tables 
and matches the lettuce or avo­ 
cado salad. 
The yellow is ever so delight­ 
ful, because it enchances the col­ 
or of the lemon itself. 


I cut 
a lemon 
in half and 
wrapped it in my nylon net, plac­ 
ing the cut part of the lemon on 
my little square of nylon net. I 
gathered it on top and twisted 
it slightly, tying it with a piece 
of wire from my old vegetable 
cellophane bag! 


I serve this on our table just 
like the elegant restaurants. . . 
Put it on a plate, face down. 
Each one passes the plate along 
and squeezes out as much lemon ¡ 
as needed for ice tea, fish, salad 
and so forth . . . and places it 
back in the dish face down again. • 
The net prevents the seeds and 
pulp 
from 
getting 
into 
food- j 
Isn’t that wonderful? 


WHEN DINNER is over, put 
the whole saucer which contains 
the sliced lemon back in your 
refrigerator (in case you have not 
used all of the good part from 
that lemon) and it can be reused 
the following meal. This saves 
lemons, too. 


Another good thing about the 
nylon net is that it does not ab­ 
sorb the juices from the lemon as 
the cotton cloth which that res- 
aurant • used! 
I 
found 
when 
squeezing the lemon in the cot­ 
ton cloth that the top of the cloth 
got wet. 
I’ll tell you what I bet . . . 
that many restaurants start us­ 
ing this method soon. Nylon net 
costs less than 40 cents a yard 
and is 72 inches wide.
